French relffn of terror was rivaled 
here today, when fierce rioting and 
bloodshed occurred on many of the 
principal streets 
of 
Constantinople. 


The rioting occurred during the ar- 
rests of JiOU follows o£ KlTnal Pn&ha, 
who were taken Jnto custody at the 
instigation of Enver Bey. It is feared

In the-liurry of adjusting our bol- 


incts no ono noticed that the charge of 
uiygen in mine was.short and that'"an 
hour nnd forty minutes was my work- 
lug limit. . Aud all unconscious of this 
I tightened the valve, and, with the 
oxygen hissing tn tha chcclv valves, we 
left tho bright light of the room, and 
felt our way down the steps into the 
darkness of the yard, where a great 
arc light above . the hoisting shaft 
made objects visible in Its lavender 
light. A crowd hud already gathered— 
a durk, silent crowd, that stood like a 
flock of frightened sheep around the 
mouth of tho man hoist. "With a man 
on either side "o'f 'is to direct us, we 
walked to the hotat, our electric hand 
lantotyw. ttfmwlng long white beams 
of light before us.

Tho grind of the shoes of the hoist ns 
tlioy scraped tho rails made a sound 
that drowned out my feeble whistling 
ot the "Merry Widow" waltz Inside ot 
my helmet. 


We felt the motion of. our descent 


slacken, and 'then came a sudden roar- 
ing splash fls the lower dock'-of'the 
hoist hit tho water which tilled the 
sump. 'Slowly WK snnk down until-the 
water'which flooded that part of the 
mine rose, cold and dead, to ouv knees, 
and the.h'blst" came to a stop. Splash- 
ing clumsilyovor the .uneven floor, we 
eiimbe'd the two steps which led to tlio 
'higher-.level of ,B eutry aud for a min- 
ute'turned .the white beams ot our 
lights in',:'overy direction. There was 
nothing to..bo 'seen and no trace of any 
explosion,except a tliln white layer ot 
.delta/mist, or smoke which hung Hie- 
less, like cigar smoke in a quiet room, 
about four feet from the ground, but 
there wns a silence that waa terrible, 
for'in ; It we listened in vnin for the 
/voices, of men. 
At. first wo'- assured 


purseh-ca that there -was no one around 
the'bottom of the shaft, tor we had 
expected that some one," Injured by thu 
explosion, might' have been able to 
crawl toward the man :holst, lint there 
•was no trace of any human being. 


Walking slowly and peering before 


us through tbe bullseyes of our hei- 
niets to .right and left, • we advuuccd 
dovcn tho" entry, our lights cutting the1 
blackness like the .white fingers of 
twin'searchlights Suddenly, faroft In 
the darkness,, there came a sound. It 
WKs^laughter. We stopped.and listen- 
ed. 
High, shrill nnd mad tlio notes 


caught" our ears. Again we advanced, 
and .the laughter broke Into a high, 
shrill', song, 
To right -and left we 


swung the bars of our searchlights, 
feeling for the . voice. 
Suddenly the 


white light brought "out of .the dark- 
•ness a tangled muss of blackened tlm- 
•bers which seemed to fill the entry, 
and into the light' from the pile of 
wreckage staggered tho figure of a 
man,: his clothes hanging In sooty rib- 
bons nud his face and body blackened 
beyond recognition.

felt for his waist, he began talking to 
Jesus. With our swaying burden we 
'turned arid retraced our steps down 
the entry, and fifteen minutes after our 
descent .into the mine'we haucled out 
of the hoist the first mau rescued to 
his friends. 


Once more came the vision of the 


great black wall of people in the lights 
at the, mine' mouth, and again we 
plunged'down into the blackness and 
silence of the mine. Reaching bottom, 
we walked as rapidly as we were able 
beyond the point where we had foxind 
the madman, to whero the great struc- 
ture of the scale house had once filled 
a cross cut between B entry and the 
air course behind it. \Vhere once had 
been solid timbers and the steel struc- 
ture of the scales now remnlned'noth- 
Ing but the bare walls oi the crosscut, 
swept clean by a giant force, and In 
the entry the crumbled and twisted 
wreckage marked where the force of 
tbp explosion bad dropped it in its 
course. "With a swing or my light I 
swept the floor of the crosscut. Half- 
way down it on the floor lay what 
seemed to be "a long-bundle of rags. I 
knew it was a mau. There was no 
movement as I walked toward it, and 
as I knelt over it a sudden impulse 
came to roe to disbelieve my < first 
thought that this could be a man. 
Prevented from seeing clearly' by the 
biillseye of my helmet arid.the poor 
light of my electric lamp. I felt tor 
bis chest, and as my hand touched 
his breast I felt that it was warm and

I bellowed'to 
him through my helmet He pointed 
with his ray of light A body bung 
iu the mass of wreckage, thrown into 
it like putty against a screen.

Halfway between tile shafts there 


was a temporary canvas stopping, and 
we knew that if we could tear this 
down the air from the .fan which had 
been speeded up must short circuit and 
pass through B entry, clearing -out 
the afterdamp before it.

If not all, would be In this entry; 


ot that we wero confident. By tearing 
dow.u the. brattice and, thus changing: 
the direction of the ventilation life 
might be saved. 


As I have said, I had entered ,the 


mine ou my first trip with a short 
charge of oxygen and In the urgency | 
had failed to replenish It before going | 
down the second time. As I turned | 
Trom the crosscut.a sudden tugging.at 
my lungs told me that my air waa.run- 
nlng low.. ;Besido the track in a pool of 
water lay a blackened object that I 
knew to be a man. He was the;:oniy 
one I .recogniaed, and I knew that it 
must be Daman, one of the gaa In- 
spectors—the body was so small. A 
few feet beyond him lay another and 
another, all blackened and unrecogniz- 
able. The white wall of the'brattice 
gleamed suddenly before us, and la a 
second we had torn it from its fasten>- 
iags. One side had already disappear 
ed from the force of the explosion. 
"Why it was not all torn to ribbons."!- 
do not know. 


As 1 turned I called to McPherson 


that I was in, and as 1 spoke a-suddea 
blackness engulfed me. My air was 
gone. The sights of that awful, night 
and the long strain of the months of 
daugerous jyork on. high strung nerves 
had caught me. 1 came to with my 
eyes closed and a clean, sweet taste of 
fresh air in my mouth. 1 thought 1 
was above ground; but, opening my 
eyes, I saw that I was looking through 
the bullseye of my helmet at a black- 
ened room, dim in the single shaft of 
a lamp. 
McPherson was talking to 


me. He had dragged me from where 
I lay to where he had felt tbe air blow- 
strongest. 
My weight, increased by 


the forty-fivo pounds ot the helmet, 
made It impossible for him to thiuk of 
moving me unaided.

time to summon assistance.

strong current of air he had opened 
my valves and trusted that, revived by

Faint and'reeling,* I got to my ftefc' '• We 
startea down the entry, our arms «baut 
each other's neck; We were both etag- 
gerinff, and halfway- to the iromp 1 fell. 
Then we crawled and rested andcnwl- 
ecl again.- I think I remember.*pl»ih- 
Ing in the water at tbe foot of the hoist- 
ing shaft, but nothing more.-: Ont'of 
the twenty-seven men who had entered 
the mine we had found one allTe. 


In the long night that followed about 


twenty of the bodies were "remored 
from the mine, for the fan goon elected 
the gaa from the main entry, where 
most of the men had been when the 
explosion occurred. At dawn K faint 
tinge of fresh wood smok» in. the .«hr 
that poured from the man hoiat «ug- 
gested that a fire bad started up tome- 
where in the workings, ..»ns as this 
might cause another explosion toe 
work of removing the bodierWas for 
the, time abandoned and the shafts 
were sealed. 


Two -weeks later a final attempt was 


made to recover the bodies which sttlL 
remained in the mine, and .fourteen, 
men were engaged in the ,work..whtn 
a sharp explosion occurred. The7"ma- 
jority reached the top, bringing Trith 
them .two ..of their :.conipanioas, who 
died within a few hours, but.they.left 
behind them near tie foot of the man 
hoist the bodies of three others; 
"."'' 


With this disaster the mln^-was 


abandoned, the little town became soon, 
deserted, and for a year.ana. more the 
great seals on the shafts remained un- 
broken; Today the mine is once mere 
in operation, for a new company obv 
tained the property and after months 
of almost hopeless struggle lucceeded 
In restoring It to a working condition. 


Sometimes I think I v-ould like to go 


back and see once more tbe big black 
tipple that guards the shaft month and 
perhaps go down to B entry and -watch 
the trains come in, and then I think ot 
faces I would look for, faces that 
would not be there.
